VPAAC MISSION

The purpose of the VPAAC is to develop recommendations on closed captioning of Internet
programming previously captioned on television;” the compatibility between video programming
delivered using Internet protocol and devices capable of receiving and displaying such programming in
order to facilitate access to captioning, video description and emergency information;® video description
and accessible emergency information on television programming delivered using Internet protocols or
digital broadcast television;* accessible user interfaces on video programming devices;’ and accessible
programming guides and menus.

Open captioning and sign language interpreters will be provided. Other reasonable
accommodations for people with disabilities are available upon request. To request an accommodation,
please include a description of the accommodation needed and how to contact you if we need more
information.
